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Jobs  in  the  Trades  Important  and  Interesting 

...Keynote  speaker  Dr.  John  Walsh  talks  about  youth  and  our  apprenticeship  system 


During  his  keynote  address,  Dr.  John 
Walsh  shared  the  results  of  two  recent  sur- 
veys of  students  and  parents.  The  results, 
which  are  a reflection  of  the  apprentice- 
ship situation  in  Alberta  and  other  parts  of 
the  country,  sent  a clear  message  to  partici- 
pants at  the  Industry  Network  Workshop 
- we  have  some  work  to  do  when  it  comes 
to  promoting  careers  in  the  trades. 

The  good  news  is  students  and  parents 
said  jobs  in  the  trades  are  important  and 
interesting.  They  also  considered  trades- 
people to  be  well  paid  and  successful.  But 
in  1988  and  2000  when  students  were 
asked  if  they  would  become  an  apprentice. 


only  20  per  cent  said  yes.  And  the  message 
from  parents  is  clear  too  - apprenticeship 
is  great,  but  not  for  my  child.  In  1988  and 
2000,  more  than  80  per  cent  of  parents 
said  their  child  would  be  going  to  college 
or  university  after  high  school,  not  enter- 
ing the  trades. 

As  Dr.  Walsh  pointed  out,  “perceptions 
and  attitudes  influence  the  decisions  peo- 
ple make.”  He  advised  the  workshop  par- 
ticipants to  continue  to  help  students  and 
parents  understand  the  apprenticeship  sys- 
tem is  not  only  for  students  who  are 
unable  to  go  to  college  or  university.  “We 
need  to  get  out  there  with  our  sharp 


elbows  and  continue  to  do  what  we’ve 
been  doing  for  10  years,”  he  told  partici- 
pants. “There  isn’t  a silver  bullet  that  will 
alter  these  perceptions.  It’s  clear  that  it’s  a 
shared  solution  between  industry,  educa- 
tion and  government.” 

Another  interesting  point  the  survey 
results  show  is  that  although  students  and 
parents  know  about  the  apprenticeship 
system  and  understand  what  an  apprentice 
is,  they  don’t  know  what  a journeyman  is. 
“This  is  another  area  the  Industry  Net- 
work needs  to  focus  on  when  promoting 
the  trades,”  said  Dr.  Walsh.  >■

Ways  to  Strengthen  LACs 


During  one  of  the  plenary  sessions  at 
the  workshop,  participants  identified 
some  of  the  trends  they  expect  will  impact 
the  Industry  Network.  After  looking  at 
the  trends,  facilitator  Peter  Paid  opened 
the  floor  to  talk  about  what  the  Network 
could  do  to  stay  strong  in  the  future. 

Some  of  the  actions  industry  members 
believed  they  could  take  were; 

• increase  promotion  of  the  trades  to 
students,  parents  and  educators, 

• encourage  apprentices  and  journeymen 
to  become  committee  members, 

• increase  the  use  of  mentors  and 


• do  more  to  recognize  tradespeople  who 
participate  in  the  Industry  Network. 

At  the  end  of  the  day,  participants  were 
asked  to  complete  the  statement,  “My 
personal  contribution  in  strengthening 
the  Industry  Network  will  be  ...”  Some  of 
the  most  common  responses  were  to 
encourage  young  people  to  get  involved  in 
our  apprenticeship  committees,  to  help 
make  our  committee  meetings  more 
productive,  to  continue  working  with 
industry  to  promote  a positive  and  skilled 
workforce,  and  to  demonstrate  pride  in 
being  a journeyman. >■ 


During  one  of  the  afternoon 
sessions,  Board  Member  Marsha  Cowley 
and  Ray  Jeffery,  employer  representative. 
Heavy  Equipment  Technician  Provincial 
Apprenticeship  Committee,  led  a discus- 
sion about  the  importance  of  local 
apprenticeship  committees  (LACs) 
within  the  Industry  Network. 
Participants  were  divided  into  small 
groups  to  determine  more  ways  the  net- 
work can  strengthen  LACs.  Some  of  the 


suggestions  included: 

• continue  to  encourage  balanced  mem- 
bership with  experienced  and  new 
members,  and  employer  and  employee 
representatives; 

• look  for  new  ways  to  improve  commu- 
nication with  committees  and  industry; 
and 

• to  invite  others  like  apprentices  and 
industry  representatives  to  attend  LAC 
meetings.

The  $1,000  RAP  Scholarships  were  presented  by  either  a corporate  scholarship  donor 
or  by  the  Minister  of  Learning.  Cliff  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  Alberta  Apprenticeship 
and  Industry  Training  Board,  closed  the  presentations  with  his  warm  congratulations  to 
the  2001  RAP  Scholarship  winners,  and  an  announcement  that  a new  fund  raising 
scholarship  initiative  has  just  begun.
